FROM MSA/DC 
BOARD MEMBER

Since the Detroit Chapter/ 
American Institute of Architects 
does not have regularly scheduled 
Chapter meetings as do some of 
the other Chapters in Michigan, it 
is rare that the Michigan Society of 
Architects Board of Directors 
Representative, of which | am one, 
ever gets to report directlty to you 
on the happenings at the Michigan 
Society of Architects Board of 
Directors meetings. Therefore, | 
thought | would take this oppor- 
tunity in the MSA Newsletter to 
make a brief report to you as to 
what went on at the combined 
Michigan Society of Architects and 
Michigan Architectural Foundation

of the 


Board Meeting on February 1. 
First of all, a very important item 
of interest, the Michigan Architec- 
tural Foundation hired the ar- 
chitectural firm of Osler-Milling, 
from Ann Arbor, to be the ar- 
chitects for the restoration, renova- 
tion and remodeling for the Beau- 
bien House which serves as the 
MSA/MAF Headquarters. 

After a request for proposals in 
the MSA Newsletter, Charles 
McCafferty and the Beaubien 
House Committee reviewed four 
serious architectural proposals 
from four architectural firms 
around the State of Michigan, The 
MAF Board of Directors accepted 
their recommendation to enter in- 
to a contract with Osler-Milling. 

As an adjunct to this endeavor, 
Dennis Haugen of the Flint 
Chapter/AIA has started an exten- 
sive research project on the fund- 
ing of the Beaubien House Con- 
struction Project and while more 
information will be gained on this 
at the MSA Convention this fall, the 
jist of his efforts involves creative 
financing and taking advantage of 
the Beaubien House historic 
designation to derive tax benefits 
for a potential group of limited in- 
vestment partners, 

On a second item, surprisingly 
enough, the membership of the 
MSA has stayed steady even in the 
face of this three-year-long reces- 
sion and the finances of the MSA 
are very healthy. This seems to 
speak well for the dedication and 
enthusiasm of all of the MSA 
members but, more help is need- 
ed at the MSA Committee level for 
projects and pursuits requiring 
either minimal or major amounts 
of effort. Please volunteer in any 
way you can to help on the various 
committees. Please do not hesitate 
to contact President Roger 
Margerum or the Executive Direc- 
tor Ann Stacy to volunteer for ef- 
forts that.are needed. 

It should be brought out again 
that Ann Stacy and her group of 
AIA Committee members are spen- 
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ding a tremendous amount of ef- 
fort now with various committees 
in the State government to combat 
the serious consideration by our 
State government to eliminate the 
registration requirements for ar- 
chitects and engineers. This is a 
very serious issue and deserves our 
concern and support in any way 
that we can contribute. 


AN OBSERVATION 
OF THE 1983 AIA 
GRASSROOTS

National AIA Grassroots has 
come a long way since my first ex- 
posure back in 1974 and 75. The 
schedule is intensified and the pro- 
gram planning well organized. | 
have not been lectured to; in- 
timidated by an instructor; or ex- 
perienced the free flow of thoughts 
since my college years. 

We have become so bogged 
down in the struggle for the con- 
tinued existence of our society, 
that we are unable to simply think 
in the Broad Scope. Grassroots, by 
being thought provoking and not 
a course of regimented procedures 
for components to follow, should 
help us accomplish this. 

The sessions and forums on Plan- 
ning, Operations, Public Aware- 
ness and the open discussions 
came to no final conclusion or 
even concensus of opinion. [How 
often do architects agree, anyway?] 
However, | believe we will see the 
benefits of this program when the 
ideas, thoughts, and goals can be 
defined and implemented. 

This has been only a brief over- 
view; there were many concerns 
repeatedly voiced, and the follow- 
ing are my observations. 

Several regions are experiencing 
the requirement that a fee be in- 
corporated as part of the architect's 
proposal. George M. Notter, Jr., 
FAIA, has assured us that he is ad- 
dressing the problem on a national 
level. Members in states such as 
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Florida and Louisiana which have 
enacted laws which require public 
agencies to follow the AIA’s 
recommended procedure for the 
selection of architects, are finding 
opposition from county and city 
governmental selection commit- 
tees. To such an extent that they 
have challenged the law in court 
and won. | believe the bid concept 
will continue to grow and even- 
tually change the process of the 
selection of architects. 

Several staff components are 
using word processors and com- 
puters and have found them in- 
valuable for bookkeeping, mem- 
bership rosters, etc. Careful con- 
sideration should be given to the 
MSA's needs. 

The programs that the MSA have 
instituted and are considering for 
the future are among the best in 
the nation. 

National Grassroots is a viable 
tool to the leadership of our socie- 
ty. A conference well structured, 
and definitely not a ‘‘Busman’s 
Holiday.” 


STATE FIRE MARSHALL 
CERTIFICATION OF 
FIRE ALARM AND 
FIRE SUPPRESSION 
FIRMS 


On April 28, 1982, Governor 
William Milliken signed into law 
Act No. 144 of the Public Acts of 
1982. This important piece of fire 
safety legislation is the combined 
effort of the fire alarm and fire sup- 
pression industries, local and state 
fire officials, and many other in- 
terested parties. The legislation, 
House Bill 4061, was sponsored by 
Rep. Jelt Sietsema and co- 
sponsored by Reps. Francis 
Spaniola, Thomas H. Brown, and 
Ernest Nash. The administrative 
rules for Act No. 144 became ef- 
fective on January 13, 1983. Effec- 
tive March 1, 1983, compliance 
with Act No, 144 will be required 
by this office. Jobs placed under 


contract prior to March 1, 1983” 


will not be required to comply with 
facility certification related re- 
quirements. 

There are eight major revisions 
to the Act and additional informa-
